New Decree Adds $40 
Per Year To Income 
Levy On $1920 Wages 


BERLIN, (U’) — Drastic tax in- 
creases, hitting rich and middle 
class alike, were decreed by the gov- 
ernment today, apparently part of 
the belt tightening program of the 
five year plan. 

An official commentary accom- 
panying the law said that some of 
the increases were designed as so- 
cial measures to iron out existing 
inequalities between rich and poor, 
and that others were matters of 
“simple necessity.” 

Ti was estimated that an aver- 
age middle class German who earns 
$1920 a year would pay about $40 a 
year additional in income tax and 
that in the instance of the high- 
er brackets the increase would go 
as high as $400 to $800. 

In the case of the above cited 
example, there is an “escape” clause 
The increase applies to a married 
man who has been childless for 
five years. The increase is automat- 
ically abolished if such man adopts 
a child or undertakes to sustain one 
otherwise unprovided for.

ACCURACY WITH BOMBERS 
ABOVE 10,000 FEET 
ANTICIPATED 


LONDON. (I?\—A marksman in a 
fast bomber traveling at about 2380 
miles per hour must begin to take 
aim when he is 5 to 8 miles away 
from his target, releasing the bomb 
when he is two miles away. 

That was one of the facts given by 
Air Commodore I. M. Bonham-Car- 
ter and Col. A. J. G. Bird in a paper 
on Air Raids Precautions read at 
the Public Health Services Congress. 

High altitude precision bombing 
could be carried out at a height 
above 10,000 feet up to 25,000 feet, 
they explaimed. Britain’s climate 
might prove a valuable, if not al- 
ways depenable, safeguard. 

A 50-pound gas bomb bursting 
in a street would contaminate about 
8,000 square feet. On a wet day the 
gas might lie about for 24 hours; on 
a dry day it might evaporate in five 
or six hours. 

Bacterial bombs, if successfully 
exploded in a reservoir, might cause 
unknown damage, but owing to the 
difficulty in launching this form of 
attack it was considered to be a very 
remote possibility.

His eyes looked like those of a 
frightened deer. His mouth screwed 
up at the corners. 

Then he straightened his face, 
half smiled and started the death 
march—10 steps from his cell, No. 
1 in “murderers’ row,” to the chair. 

Shortly before his death McCall 
visited by his young wife, 
Claudine; his brother Byrd McCall; 
and an uncle, Rev. A. C. McCall. 
The doomed man at that time was 
the calmest of the four. 

During his last hour of life he 
sought religious solace and spiritua] 
comfort from Rev. Leslie Shepherd, 
prison chaplain. 

The switch was thrown at 11:08 
a. m., and he was pronounced dead 
at 11:16 a. m. by Dr. Walter Mur- 
phree, prison physician. 


SRA Head Airs 
Relief Plan 


“Production For Use” 
To Be Urged On State 
Legislature In May 


SACRAMENTO, (IP)—State Relief 
Administrator H. Dewey Anderson 
Said today that establishment of an 
extensive production for use plan 
for the state’s unemployed might 
Save nearly $40,000,000 in relief costs 
over a two-year-period. 

Appearing before a budget hear- 
ing conducted by the assembly ways 
and meansand senate finance com- 
mittees, Anderson said he hoped to 
Stay within the $72,000,000 requested 
for relief by Gov.

He added, however, that if the 
present “dole” system of relief is or- 
dered by the legislature to be con- 
tinued, a deficiency appropriaticn 
probably would be requested to 
bring the total appropriation to 
$88,000,000, depending upon the ex- 
tent of the program authorized. 

Anderson told the committees that 
Olson’s special committee of 15 on 
production for use would have defi- 
nite recommendations ready for 
presentation to the legislature in 
May. John R. Richards, Los Ange- 
les industrial engineer, was named 
by the governor to assist Anderson 
in conducting research on the sub- 
ject.
